Mr. Walter Miller, introduced by

have been very. efficient in produc- 
, tion, but have neglected efficient 
marketing and marketing is. more 
,important. Farmers live in a highly 
organized society and an active farm 
organization is needed, if farmers 
are to hold their own. He pointed out 
the 10th annual meeting held in Belle- 
yille last fall and commented on the 
Country Calendar about a month ago, 
when Farm Organization in England 
and here in Canada was discussed.

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AREA’S FIRST MAPLE 
SAP PIPELINE 


(Belleville Intelligencer) 

, Cyril Shaw, young Eldcrado dis- 
trict farmer decided last year to 
take the plunge and go into* maple 
syrup production on a mass produc- 
tion scale. 

This year Mr. Shaw is making 
syrup from approximately 3,500 trees 


close to half of them on “pipeline”. | 


He personally gathers the sap from 


about 1,900 trees and purchases sap 


from another 1,600 trees. 
He feéls that with pipeline sap 
collection, one man can do the work of 


at least three using the old fashioned * 


method of gathering sap by hand. 

This year he has about five miles 
of plastic pipe in two sugar bushes, 
one on the homestead and the other 
near Queensboro, north of Madoc. 

After making syrup in a small way 
for several years, Mr. Shaw last year 
decided to go in on a mass production 
scale. 

So he discarded his smal! sap evap- 
orator and with ARDA aid’ ‘bought 
a large capacity machine which he 
set up on the farm jhomestead, 

Now, with a #000 gallon tank 
“trick, he hauls sap for distances of 
up to eight to 10 miles and purchases 
ean froin neighbouring farmers for 
which he pays six to eight cents per 
galion, dépending on the sugar con- 
tent of the sap., 

The sugar content of the purchased 
sap is determ'ned by testing with a 
sap hydrometer which works some- 
th’ng like a battery tester. 


Sq far this year,’ it has been a 


poor sap season with Mr. Shaw figur- . 


ine the “run” as only half ot normal. 

The weather, of course, has some- 
thine to do with it all, and the excep- 
tionally high temperatures over the 
weekend’ cut the sap run to 4 mere 


dribble. 
At mid-week last week there was 
still a foot or more snow in the 


bush, but by. Saturday, it was nearly 
all gone. And any old time syrup- 
maker will vouch for the fact that 
once the snow is gone from the bush, 
the sap run can be figured to be 
about over for another season. 

Pipeline sap collection has several 
advantages over the old ‘Tashioned 
method of collecting it in buskets. 

First, there is no need to wait 
until the sap season commences be- 
fore tapping the trees. 


; “You can tap as early as you like, 


even as early as January,” he says. 
It apparently doesn’t matter if the 
sap freezes in the line —- the pipeline 
can take the expansion. 
Wen the temperature warms, 


pipeline will thaw out and the sap 


will run. 
On the other hand, with the old 
fashioned way, the sap buckets get 


full of ice. Y 

There are several sizes of plastic 
pipeline. First, there are the “drop 
lines”, 
plastic spiles which go into the tap 
holes in the tree trunks. These, in 
turn, connect, with laterals which 
again, in turn, connect with the main 
lines which range upwards from one 
half jnch in diameter. 4 

The main lines drain into collector 
vats which are spotted in the lowest 
areas of the sugar bush. 

Mr. Shaw has a 150-gallon tractor- 
hauled collecting tank with which he 
picks up sap from collecting . vats. 
This is used to fill the 1,000 gallon 
gallon tank truck for transportation 
to the evaporator site. 

At the evaporator site, Mr. Shaw 
has other innovations which either 
speed up the sap boiling operation or 
make it more convenient. 

Depending on the sugar content, 
it takes from 30 to 40 gallons of sap 
to make one gallon of syrup. The 
excess is plain water which has to 
be boiled off in steam. Arid in the 
process, the sap house is filled with 
dense steam which cuts visibility in- 
side the saphouse to absolute, zero. 

Mr. Shaw has conquered the 
steam problem by fixing a cone 


shaped hood over the sap pans. This |

Tne Trenton Board of Education 
operates a composite school in the 
southern part of the county which 
offers: a considerable number of 
courses dcsigned to meet the needs 
‘of students with a wide range of 
abilities and interests. It, too, is an 
excellent school of its type. 
's Both these school systems have 
sufficient assessments for educational 
' purposes to provide the proper ac- 
commodation and facilities at a 
lreasonable cost to the ratepayers.

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The high cost of drugs 


What nearly everyone had 
long suspected was finally con- 
firmed. laxt Week. Canadians 
pay too much for drugs be- 
‘cause of policies practised on 
every level of the drug indus- 
try, from research to manufac- 
turing to retailing. 

‘The damning indictment of 
prescription drug prices came 
from a Parliamentary commit- 
tee on Drug Costs and Prices 

hich included doctors as well 
as laymen among its members. 

Canadian drug prices are the 
highest in the world, the com- 
mittee said in its report, and 
prescription drugs are almost 

_one of the country’s most 
heavily-taxed necessities. 

The catalog of sins of drug 
producers and marketers be- 
gins, the committee said, with 

the fact that more than 92 per 
. ycent. of all drugs produced in 
this country are from firms 
which are foreign-owned. 
’ The effect of this\is that 
Canadian subsidiaries are pris- 
oners of their parent compa- 
nies, Little research is carried 
on in this country, with the 
result that few drugs are de- 
veloped here and sold abroad. 


De Canadian patent laws also 


tend to protect drug interests 
against foreign competition. 
The committee urged in this 
respect that foreign-made 
drugs which are not subject to 
these laws should be allowed 
to be sold in Canada. This 
would force Canadian firms to 
drop their prices. 

The .committee, headed: by 
Dr. Harry . Harley, Liberal 
member for Ontario’s Halton 
riding, found that drug prices 
have increased an average ot 
140 ~per cent. since 1949, 
while the cost of living index 
rose only 40.8 per cent. 

Profits of pharmaceutical 
companies are twice that of 
industry as a whole. This can 
only*mean that profits — in 
comparison with what other 
manufacturers are enjoying - 
must he considered as ewe: 
sive in the drug industry. 

Along with excessive proiits 
by drug manufacturers. t'ona 
dians also pay through the 
nose for prescription drug: he- 
cause of the habit of doctors of 
ordering drugs by their brand 
names, instead of by their ge- 
neric names. The result is that 
a-pharmacist receiving such a 
prescription is then required

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to use a certain brand in fill- 
ing the order. Such name 
brands are invariably higher 
priced than non-name brands 
of exactly the same medicinal 
components. 

Pharmacists who usually 
mark up their prescriptions by 
two-thirds of their wholesale 
cost should drop this high 
mark-up and switch to a 
Straight fee system, the com- 
mittee urged. 

The Hous@ committee also 
found that because there is 
little real competition in the 
drug industry, manufacturers 

, are spending a great deal of 
money — up to 30 per cent. of 
its volume in promoting 
and selling its products to doc- 
tors. This is because so many 
drugs are similar that there is 
no real difference between 
them. : F 

On top of this, the 12 -per 
cent. federal sales tax imposes 
an added hardship on Cana- 
dian drug users. The hardship 
arises not merely from the fact 
that the tax is an added cost. 
but that markups at the retail 
level are calculated as a per- 
centage of the basic coat to the 
druggist. Drugs wholesaling at 
$3.00 cost a pharmacist $3.36 
because of this tax. His two 
third mark-up — if that is the 
percentage he is applying 
then becomes two-thirds 
$3.36 ($2.24) instead 
two-thirds of $3.00 ($2.00) 
— thus loading the purchaser 
with still higher costs. 

The distinction between ge: 
neric and brand names is an 
interesting one. I have seen 
brand-name aspirin, for in- 
stance, sell for five times the 
price of non-brand pills, yet 
the basic chemical component 
— five grains of acetylsalicylic 
acid — is exactly the same. 
But you can buy 1,000 pills , 
under their cencric name for 
the same price you will pay fer 
200 brand-name aspirin. 

The Committee urges the re- 
moval of the federal sales tax 
adoption of a system in 
stead of » percentage mark-up 
by druggists, and abolition of 
list prices for drugs. These are 
good causes, but meaningful 
pressure can also be applied 
by the public, by comparing 
prices before purchase and by 
insisting that .deetors order 
drugs by their generic names.

Ontarfu municipalities will receive 
a $1.50 increase in per capita grants 
under legislation introduced to ‘the 
Ontario Legislature by the Hon. J. W. 
Spooner, Minister of Municipal Af- 
fairs and Member for Cochrane 
South. 

The grants are designed to help 
municipalities meet aditional costs, 
such as education. The total amount 
approved for unconditional grants 
this year is $40,000,000. 

The Legislation will raise the grant 
to $7.00 per head of population for 
a metropolitan area or city with 
750,000 population or more and for 
areas with a population of less than 


175,000 to $5.50 per capita if in a 


county and $4.50 per capita: in a 
territorial district.

An example would be if a 
goalie broke a finger on his 
stick hand, but didn’t allow it 
to affect his performance dur- 
ing the rest of the game or 
practice, why should it be 
made public? A_ reporter 
would be told of the injury 
with a warning to keep it quiet 
50 the opposing club would not 
attempt to take advantage of it 
by shooting the puck on his 
stick side. y 

Perhaps some people may 
feel they are being told only 
what the various clubs want 
them to know. This is partially 
true, but -eventually all the 
facts will be made known. The 
fans are never kept in the dark 
for a long period of time as 
the teams allow reporters to 
break a story when the time is 
right or the injury sufficiently 
healed. 

Il remember a few years ago 
when I first met Imlach at a 
supermarket store where he 
was presenting the top prize in 
a contest. I was looking for a, 
story about his Leafs who 
were heading into the finals of 
the Stanley Cup playoffs with 
the Montreal Canadiens.
